There is sound common sense behind 
the demand of Alderman Armour Ford 
for a report on the police department, 
giving a complete breakdown of police 
activities in this city. 

Like the majority of citizens, Alder- 
man Ford is apparently fed up to the teeth 
with the manner in which Chief Constable 
Jennings’ request, last July, for 35 more 
men has been treated. 

Like most citizens, it seems he can see 
little sense in building up the force piece- 
meal] and bit by bit after the chief has 
stated plainly that the minimum require- 
ment to bring the department to adequate 
strength is 35 new men. 

Therefore he wants a full statement 
on just what the force is doing, how many 
city blocks a constable must cover, how 
many men are on traffic duty and exactly 
what is needed to give proper protection 
to Edmonton. 

That’s exactly what the citizens want 
to know too. 

Such a detailed report would have 
been quite unnecessary had the chief con- 
stable’s former report, prepared in June, 

resented to the mayor in July and then 
icked around for months, been accepted 
and acted upon promptly as it should have 

n. 

Edmonton citizens, presumably includ- 
ing members of council, have every con- 


fidence in Chief Jennings’ capacity and 
judgment. 

But the matter has been bumbled and 
muddled and bungled so long that the 
entire police situation is in a state of 
lamentable confusion. , 

Mayor Parsons has pulled out of the 
mayoral hat a policy, originating heaven 
kncws where, that Chief Jennings, in spite 
of his considered opinion that he definitely 
and urgently needs 35 new men, must take 
on just a few at a time and, if these are 
not enough, he must keep coming back 
for more. 

It sounds more like someone passing 
the cake ai a children’s party than an at- 
tempt to secure efficient police protection 
for a city. 

But there it is. And Alderman Ford, 
honestly confused, as everyone else is, 
wants every last detail of police operation 
written out in black and white. 

t is too bad the police situation had 
to come to this. 

It is too bad Chief Jennings’ mid- 
summer report could not have had intelli- 
gent and immediate attention. 

But Alderman Ford has, at 
cleared the air. 

His demand is an invitation to the chief 
constable to spell it out. 

The administration has made it ap- 
parent in the past few months that it 
needs a lot of things spelled out.

In the first place, then, the ban is an 
affront to all decent women who are not 
fanatics. 

In the second place, the ban on mixed 
drinking in Edmonton and Calgary 
represents a double standard of morality 
in the province. 

If mixed drinking is considered proper 
in small towns with beer parlors, particu- 
larly those which get such a large slice 
of Edmonton’s and Calgary's trade, it 
should be considered proper everywhere. 

If it is wrong in Edmonton and Calgary, 
it should be banned everywhere. 

In the third place, the prohibition of 
mixed drinking in these two cities, serving 
absolutely no apparent purpose that we 
can see, draws the ridicule of tourists. It 
makes Edmonton and Calgary the laugh- 
ing stock of the continent.

You can hurry in work at the 
office or factory. You can hurry 


even through the congested 
streets. But you can't burry in 
a garden. 

The plants take their own 
gweet time. For weeks the pep- 
pers will stand healthy but un- 
growing. Then, as at an agreed- 
upon signal among themselves, 
they will spring up and leaf out. 


The burry spinach seeds will be 
under the wet, cold soil for two 
weeks, three weeks, sometimes 
a month, before pushing aside 
the surface clods. Some veg- 
etables come up swiftly, radishes 
for example; others, among them 
peas and beans, are slower. But 
each has its own rhythm in re- 
sponse to the soil and the wea- 
ther, and all the fretting of the 
gardener moves them not a whit. 

The gardener can speed his 
work with tools—the hand plow 
which turns the fragrant earth, 
the keen hoe that skins off the 
watergrass with a pleasant rip- 
ping sound, But all the ingenious 
aids devised by man will do no 
good within the rows.

From time to time in the past 


I've had some blunt things to 
say about Canada’s commercial 
or “independent” radio stations. 
This comment wap rather con- 
fined, since it was based large- 
ly on monitoring western sta- 
tions, 

Now I've had a chance to 
listen to these voices across the 
land and to discover how wrong 
I was in accusing them of cater- 
ing to customers with the minds 
of a 14-year-old. 

I find that, taken on a Da- 
tional scale, | was approximate- 
ly four years too generous and 
that commercial or Love-That 
Soap, radio in Canada is just 
about perfectly in tune with a 
mentality of 10 years. 

I sey this without fear of 
contradiction, -as the saying 
goes, because for the past four 
months I have been in almost 
colslait cuntact with a well- 
developed, fully-matured 10-year- 
old mind; indeed, my very fav- 
orite of all. 


10-Year-Old 
Mind In Action 

This 10-year-old mind revolts 
et the thought of the CBC. It 
commands a groan and a plea 
to switch the dial whenever 
there’s a commentary, a sym- 
phony, a talk, a play, a pro- 
gram of genuine jazz, a news- 
cast, an actuality or a Canadian 
artist other than Yodellin' Wilf 
Carter, It tolerates the CBC for 
the Happy Gang and its soap 
operas and very little else. 

But this 10-year-old mind (and 
@ splendid one it is, too) loves 
commercial radio. It yearns to 
find out if the housewife is go- 
ing to win two dollars and a box 
of Fuzz for answering a ques- 
tion perfectly suited for 10-year- 
olds, t 

It has an insatiable appetite 
for western music or, as second 
choice, Vaughan Munroe or Spike 
Jones. It can hear “Goodnight, 
Irene” 40 times a day and want 
more. It loves the labored jokes 
and whimsy of local announcers. 

Now, my complaint is not with 
my daughter's tastes but with 
the stations themselves which 
seem determined to cater exclus- 
ively to her age group or, rather, 
her mental age group. And I 


never felt more strongly that 
something ought to be done about 


it, 
Housewife’s 


Case Studied 

Since these stations continue 
to operate and are loaded with 
commercials (in many cases 
more than the Broadcasting Act 
allows) we must accept the 
fact that people listen to them 
in quantity, 

That, in turn, brings us to a 

consideration of the Canadian 
housewife, 
During the daytime, at any rate, 
everything is addressed to this 
lady, 
Home-Maker, (“Ah, there, Mrs, 
Home-Maker . , .”). And it 
makes us wonder about the kind 
of gais we married, 

I have had a lot of fun writing 
about commercial radio, the kind 
you have with any sitting target, 
and I expect to have more, But 
it ought to be a serious subject 
in this country. By rights it 
ought to be the study of a Royal 
Commission to see if this form 
of radio has lived up toits 
promises. 

One could forgive the Inde- 
pendents’ shortcomings if they 
were vigorous reflections of 
their cities or communities. 
They are not. The station in 
Chilliwack, B.C. makes almost 
exactly the same noise as the 
station in Campbellton, N.B. 
Both noises are 90 percent 
canned in U.S.A, 

The development of local tal- 
ent seems to be virtually non- 
existent. The exception I ean 
think of at the moment was a 


children’s program in Moncton, ° 


but here the kids were put on 
the air without rehearsal or 


without regard for talent and 
merely as an added attraction 
to a give-way show. Children 


collecting the larget number 
of bottle tops of a certain soft 
drink got their bonus from the 
sponsor, 

News broadcasts, on 
the whole, are well written and 
valuable for the local news, but 
in nine out of ten cases read 
by youths who clearly have no 
understanding of the words or 
the meaning of the news tley 
are reading and often sound

Inchon Landing Was: 
Gamble Like Wolfe’s

Looking back upon it now, we 
are likely to think of the vic- 
tory in Korea as something /ore- 
ordained and inevitable. But it 
was not and we should not for- 


get it. 

Our forces won because they 
were brilliantly led, because 
their component elements had 


on their rosters fighting men of 
the highest quality whose morale 
remained high even when the 
fortunes of war were running 
low, and because their equipment 
‘was excellent in all branches. 

Gen, Douglas MacArthur was, 
of course, the key figure. His de- 
cision to move into the beach- 
head area in Inchon with an am- 
phibious operation even fhough 
this required him to weaken his 
original beachhead line around 
Pusan at a time when the Pusan 
situation seemed critical, if not 
desperate, will go down in the 
annals of war as a classic of mill- 
tary daring 


Used Badly 
Needed Troops 


The North Koreans were at- 
tacking in force all 
Pusan perimeter and the defend- 
ers were hard-pressed to hold 


along the 


them back. To man his Inchon 
maneuver, MacArthur had to 
hold out troops which might 


have been used to reinforce the 
defenders and actually to remove 
other forces from the Pusan line.

It can be 
safely assumed that most of his 
technical consultants stressed the 
risks involved and that some of 
them warned against the opera- 
tion as too hazardous. But I 
doubt. after talking with him, 
that MacArthur, whose almost 
uncanny sense of timing makes 
him the outstanding military 
leader he is, thought of his plan 
as a gamble, 

The fact is that he had been 
rereading General Wolfe's diary 
(he is a close student of history 
and it reinforced his own convic- 
tion that the Inchon venture was 
the answer to his problem 

It will be recalled that Genera! 
Wolfe, before Quebec, conceived 
the plan of approaching the 
Plains of Abraham over a tortu- 
ous footpath, He called upon 
each of his staff members and 
commanders for an opinion of his 
scheme, As each in turn express- 
ed the conviction that this ap- 
proach was impossible, Wolfe be- 
came more convinced of its feasi- 
bility, When the last expert said 
Wolfe's plan was impossible, the 
general himself was fully decid- 
ed. If all his own advisers felt 
this wey about K, so would Mont- 
calm, the defending general. 

After it worked, Wolfe's strata- 
gem seemed obvioug, So did Mac- 
Arthur's decision to attack at 
Inchon, By the time I arrived in 
Korea, the Inchon operation was 
under way but even then there 
was much headshaking about the 
great gamble in which it was still 
possible for the red to turn up. 
A few days later, however, even 
the headshakers were taking it 
all for granted Success soon 
converted the impossible into the
